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Bhutan, Land of the Thunder Dragon 
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leaves May 2st for Ha Deong. We 
. have received permission for you to 
join him.” 

Thiet cabled invitation arrived last Vvear 
at my bome in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, It 
came from the Rani Chuni Dorji, wife of the 
Prime Minister of Bhutan, remote mountain 
kingdom of southern Asin, 

“Tuthi-chi |thanks) a million, Am Ieav- 
ing immediately, Don't let Jigmie get oway 
without me,” was my prompt reply. — 

Actually, this story had its beginning four 
vears before when, asa student at Oxford, 
1 met Ashi Kesang-La Dorji, attractive daugh- 
ter of the Raja and Rani Dorji of Bhutan. 
She remurkerl that she was not only the first 
Bhutanese student te come to England, but 
ulso the first of her countrymen to cross an 
ocean. . 

Later, in 1949, when [ trekked inte Sikkim. 
Tibet, and Nepal, | staved with the Dorjix 
at their winter heme in Kalimpong, India. 
While there, 1 met the rest of the family— 
the Raja and Rani: theit eldest son, Jigme, 
and his wife, Ashi Tess-La; the two younver 
ans, Upgen-La and Lompy-La; and the other 
duughter, Ashi Tashi-La. 

The following year T had the pleasure of 
entertaining the Rani (Princess) as my guest, 
having invited her to visit America.. Hearing 
her tulk about her homeland made me more 
than ever eager to see it, Now T was to have 
my chance. | 

Bhutan lies eqpearely in the center of the 
Himalavas: amid the highest mountains on 
earth. [tis only 90 miles wide by 200 miles 
long. but in ite 18,000 square miles can be

Western Visitors Kare in Bhutan 


Since then, with the exception of the British 
political missions of the Honorable Ashley 
Eden in 1863-64, and John Claude White in 
1905, Bhutan has been visited by about as 
many Westerners as one could count on his 
firgrers ancl toes,* 

These visitors had been British subjects. 
The Dorii family had told me 7 would be the 
first American ever to visit Bhutan, and, 
through the special permission of the King of 
Bhutan, could remain there long enough to 
vet to know a bit about the people, customs, 
and language. So it- was with particular zest 
that | prepared for my journey. 

When at lost T reached “Bhutan House,” 
at Kalimpong, jump-cif point for Bhutan it- 
self, Rani Chuni greeted me with smiling hos- 
pitality. 

“Jigmie has gone on up te Ha; so do stay 
here a fortoight,”-she said, ‘1 will take ‘at 
Jjenst that long for all of us to make arrange- 
metite for your trip.” 

Generously the Dorfis saw that evervihing 
I needed was placed at my disposal—auides, 
mules, equipment, and those innumerable con-

My friends also told me the Bhutanese fot 
the words and phrases | would need to use. 
These. | jotted down in a notebook. 

l am especially grateful to the late King 
of Bhutun, His Highness the Drak Gvyaipo 
(Thunder Kine), Sir Jiemie Wang-chuck, 
KC LE. K.C.S.1, ond to his son and heir, 
His Highness the new King, then (reovernor 
of Paro Province, who grachously gave me 
permission i visit their country. I was to 
final that they <pared no effort to make sure 
my visit to Bhutan would be oot only pleasant 
but rewarding. 

It had taken 40% air hoqirs to cover the 
10.000 miles from the United States to Kalim- 
pone, India. It would take eight days over 
difficult paths and high passes to reach my 
first objective, the Ha Valley, in Bhutan. 

Of several different approaches to the coun- 
try, the two mast used lie through ‘Tibet— 
one by way of the 14,000-foot Natu La (Pass) 
and the other over the 14,.390-Tfoot Jelep La. 
Because of political unrest in. Tibet ot that 
time, these comparatively easy routes were 
denied me; insted, | had to take the Cha- 
marchi, ar southern route, 





Plagued by Rains ond Leeches 


At one o'clock in. the morning of June °. 
1951, T left Kalimpong by jeep. I wanted 
to reach the frontier at Chamarchi by day- 
break to speed my escipe from the malarious 
low Lins, 

Once past Bhutan’s border, the trail wound 
through forest and thicket, over rueeed, if 
regular slopes thrust inte. the plains from the 
loftier mountains behind, Elephants, deer, 
teers. thingceroses, and other wilt! animals 
abounded. By evening of the second tay we 
had reached an altitude of 4,000 feet, out ol 
the malar. sore, 

My first eight days over the Chamarchi 
trails were unconfortable, The experience of 
threading dense tropical furngle and encoun- 
termg a profusion of wild game would have 
been glorious haw it-oot been for the physical 
and mental dampening inflicted by the ever- 
Insting rains, 

With the torrential downpours came the 
leeches, a continual annovance toa men and 
animals. It was impossible not to brush 
atainst the wet leaves or rocks where, with 
swinging heads, these pests awaited their vic: 
tims. They clung in clusters to the mens 
lure tevs or bid between their toes, 

Each of my men carried a short stick tipped 
with a small wet pouch of rock salt. Touched 
with this, the leeches would drap off. 

| felt particularly sorry for the mules, be- 
cause they were unable to rid themselves of 
the vile creatures. “The muleteers kept scrap-

ing of the leeches with their knives, but many 
stuck tight till swollen with blood to three 
times their original sie. 

In midmoring of the eizhth day we reached 
the 12,000-foot Sele La. Far below, with the 
unexpected allure of a Shangri La, lay my 
destination, the Ha Valley. The beauty of 
the valley, bathed in sunlight between oppus- 
iti wooded peaks, rubbed out the memory of 
steaming, leech-infested jungies. The mowun- 
tain barrier on which we stood seemed to hald 
back the overburdened nimbus clouds {rom 
reaching the valley below, 


Thickets Yield to Airy Pinewoods: 


Lauehing and joking now, we started down 
the mountain. At once we notice that the 
ve@etation had changed completely. Instead 
of thickets of rhododendrons, magnolins, onks, 
chestnuts, and hamboos, we were in the center 
of what seemed like a Canadian pine forest, 
here chiefly Pinus excelsa. It happened 4 
wididenly that it looked as if a gigantic knife 
had divided ene growp from the other. 


The ease of travel through the open pine 
forest was a relief, Several hours of hiking 
brought us down into the Ha Valley. Here 
the road was good and, for a change, fairly 
level, We pessed several villages, and 1 was 
amaxed at the ingenuity of the Bhutanese in 
hiasehuiliing. 

I saw no nails in these structures, the parts 
being fitted togetber instead by wooden cross- 
bars and beams. Of molded mud blocks and 
pine timbers, they were nevertheless imposing. 
Outer walls three feet thick supported three 
main stories, 

The ground floor was-a stable for the cattle 
and a storchowse for fart implements, The 
second for, reached by a ladder, was divided 
inte four or five rooms—kitehen, chapel, strong 
ron, and sleeping chamber. The third floor, 
open on all sides; was the pranaty, Here 
hung sheaves of wheat and barley, safe from 
animals and the elements. Large stones 
welhted the shingle roofs in alpine fashion 
to prevent their being blown away by the 
Winter winds,

18 Days to India 

By late November the weather tured chilly 
in Ha, to which | had returned.

His Histhness the Druk Gyaipo had kindly 
granted me permission to return to Inélin via 
Wong (Thimbu) Valley and the Buxa Road.

The first stage of the journey took me once 
more to Paro Deaong and to a happy reunion 
with the Governor of Pare and his bride.

Hunting « Dangerous Adversary 


My knowledge of elephants, os of guns, 
was strictly limited. The Governor of Paro 
had given me a book entitled Big Game dna 
Big Game Riftes, by John Taylor." Now I 
decided it might be a good time to read it. 
Glancing through, [ came upon many discen- 
cetting passages, in particular this brief ac- 
Count: 

“T wits camped only a few miles away and 
his boys came running in in a great stnte, 
one moming, to tell me that he had been 
killed by an elephant. CY course, T went 
along with them: but there was nothing to 
he dene: He had, quite literally, been wiped 
out of existence—just aa a native will Wipe 
out, with a twist of his foot, the mark where 
he has expectorated, There was: nothing to 
pick up save his boots . his belt and his 
hat; be, himself, had beet stamped anc 
squashed and trampled until there was noth- 
ing beft but o stain on the ground,” 

Notwithstanding this grim warning, 7 de- 
cided to vo after the elephant. 

The following morning we left Chhukha 
hefore dawn in order to reach by noon the 
camp being prepared in the elephant's stamp- 
ing g@rounels. 

There T stopped only Tong enough to select 
two local coolies familiar with the district. 
Together with Songsungdo, the four of us 
then went down into the forest, 

So dense was the undergrowth of brush, 
tal] grass, iiimboos, and stinging nettles that

up to, He wus uprooting. trees, and mine 
Was squarely in his path. Desperate, os my 
tree started to crack, | hurled myself through 
the air toward a branch of an adjacent tree, 
Miraculously, T caught hold and bung on. 

Making my way to asturcier limb, T thank- 
fully observed that the elephant turned and 
thrashed off throuch the «haltered forest. 

It was at least half an hour before [ cor- 
tilled my two coolies and persuaded Song- 
sonado to climb down fronv his perch. At 
the first sight of the charging elephant he 
had scrambled up a tremendous tree. 

The next day, after much mental turmoil, 
I forced myself to go into the forest again. 
To leave a wounded onimal, much less a 
romue ¢lephant, would be to jeopardize the 
lives of all the villagers in the area. 

The next day fram sunrise to sunset 1 
trailed the elephant, firing at him in a gully 
as he crossed an open space and when | 
caught fleeting glimpses of him between trees. 
My nervousness was clearly documented later, 
on the carcass of the dentl elephant. We dis- 
covered 38 bullet holes, half of them in his 
feet and hack. 

Handed a Pig-in-a-Poke 

T resolved then and there that elephant 
hunting—in fact, all big-game shooting—was 
not for me. Never again would IT place my- 
self ina position where | could be trampled, 
tossed, of impaled. T even toved with the 
idea of avording zoos and circuses. 1 simply 
wanted no mure big game. 

Diligently I stuck to my resolution for the 
next two days, Not once did I leave the path 
for the dangers of the forest. “The third day. 
however, we discovered that we had no more 
meat, The forests round about were alive 
with festa (small deer), Since we now were 
out Wf the elephant area, I went hunting. 

Leaving Songsongdo behind, | took a young 
hoy ancl went out again into the jungle. We 
found fresh syns but no deer.

La Jolla (pronounced “La Hoya") is my 
home town, but To am not the only one to 
think there's no place like it. Vacationists 
from other States say they would like to take 
it over, anc] Californians speak of it with all 
the pride of a parent. 

Actually, the town lies within the city limits 
of San Diego, just over 10 scenic miles from 
the heart of its busy Broadway (see the new 
Pacific Ocean map, a supplement to this issue). 
Yet this is a resort and residential community 
complete within its own turquoise and emerald 
setting. It has its own distinct personality, 
its own churches and schools, and a bard- 
fought-for La Jolla postmark that is the prized 
oiicial seal of its individuality,

Sea ond Mountain Form [ts Setting 


Because we wanted our 6-year-old daughter, 
Niki, to savor some of the jays of childhowl 
in this favored spot, my husband Blake ond 
T planned a summer there. After a 3,000- 
mile cross-continent drive from Washington, 
D, C., we tame upon & panorama of concen- 
trated Lreaety. 

Approaching from the north by the winding 
Scripps Grade, we saw below us miles of 
eove-indented rocky ooast, A rilbon of boule- 
vard, with Sprintsh-style homes clustered om 
either side, followed the foamy shore line. 

From white sindy beaches, dwellings of 
piile-tinted stuceo ond burnished redwood 
swept in two-mile-wide scallops up the slopes 
of Mount Soledad, 822-foot brownish-green 
backdrop for the town (page 762).

The thermometer, 
ranging within near-idea) limite, averages 70° 
in the year's warmest month (August), 55° 
in the coolest month (january). 

Flowers bloom the year round, Easter duf- 
fodils nodding in the shade of Christmas p poin- 
settias, Said National Geographic staff pho- 
tocrapher J. Baylor Roberts, from Virginia: 
“La Jollans aren't sutisfied with any bush that 
dorsi’ t bloom twice a year for six months at 

a time!” 

Because of its consistent climate, this resort 
is not doomed ta summer boom gnd winter 
hibernation, From June to October lt is host- 
ess te sun-boaked refugees from southwestern 
States. From December to April easterners 
flock in to escape icy blasts. 

Many of the visitors own their own homes 
heres, returning | yeur alter year to take an active 
part in conamunity life. A public-spirited 
Town Council is dedicated to keeping. the 
place free from any tawdriness. 

Among its neighbors the town has-a risppuiti- 
tion for wealth, Ome resident told me of going 
to San Jose to see her daughter, When she 
drove into # service station, the owner asked, 
“How about selling you a car?” 

“Qh,” she said, “I'm not from San Jose; 
I'm from La Jolla.” 

“Tn that case,” replied the garageman, “how 
about selling you fwe cars?” 


Here Many a Traveler Settles Down 


La Jolla. does have more than its share of 
millionaires:. At last count there were 63 per- 
manent residents with an individual net worth 
of more than $1 000,000, 

But there is litte ostentation. A: spirit of 
neizghborliness pervades the village. Cadillacs 
and broken-down jalopies with surfhoares tied 
on their sagging tops park side by side in 
happy democracy, La Jollans say their town 
lacks only two things—snow and snobbish 
ness. 

Many who choose the town's leisurely way 
of life are notably well traveled. A workman 
replacing-an electric switch at one of the lead- 
ing stores was heard to answer a summer Visi- 
tor with, “Well, T can't really say.

The Eiffel Tower means Paris; the Empire 
State Building 6 the trademark af New. York: 
awl La Jolla’s symbol is appropriately a gift 
uf Nature, the Cove. Guarding it is the mis- 
sive promontory called Alligator Head, {ts flat 
snoul resting in the sea. 

Ocean-carved boulders form steppingstones 
to a terraced! rock whose clean green strips of 
sea grass make a perfect diving ledge. (oold- 
fish scattered as 1 plunged down and clutched 
h handful of sand to prove 7] had really reached 
the bottom. 

My dive took me down a dozen feet, but 
Niki's Cove conduct took me back mn time 
twice that many yeurs, Toeether we tried to 
catch, the soulpins that darted like moving 
pebbles across the shallows of a tide pool, 
Niki discovered “kelp babies,” brawn antlered 
buovs that wash ashore from their underwater 
forests.

Busy Brushes Paint the Changing Scenes 


The surroundings bring out the artist in 
everyone, and Niki and Blake were no excep 
tions. They tock letsons from Jean Martin 
and brought home brilliant, splashy temperas 
of sunset and shadows on the sea, and white 
waves crashing against brown cliffs (oppesite 
page}, 

Mrs. Martin, who sold 63 canvases one 
year, although she says she paints “just for 
fun,’ hos been for vears a guiding light in 
the 33-year-old La Jolla Art Association, Its 
autumn exhibit rustles with canvases that have 
captured the red and gold of “the back coun- 
te” near Julian, The winter show brings 
snow scenes from (Cuvamaca Peak. In April 
all the artists flock to the desert at Borrego 
Springs to capture the blooming cactus and 
ground flewers that carpet the duties. 

A favorite subject for artists is that Nature- 
sculptured landmark, the La Jolla Caves. 
Thousands of years of ceaseless work with 
the inexorable chisels of wave and tide were 
anent ain carving this masterpiece of seven 
vaulés from the sandstone cliffs (page 780). 

As a child, 1 liked to believe the legend 
that the caves were made by the mighty 
blows of an Indinn:chief, wrathfiul at being 
denied the hand af a lovely princess. That 
would be hard to prove, but | do know that 
it was a German geologist, Dr, (austav Schultz, 
who first revealed te the public the beauty 
that lay inside. 

The professor worked with a pick and shovel 
for more thin a year to cli a piicsmgeway 
from the cliffs above into Sunny Jim, trost 
spectacular of the caverns. Early visitors, 
some 30 years ago, slicl down to the depths 
on a kmatted rope, but todav’s tourtsts—300 
strong on a summer's dav—lescend by 134 
well-lighted wooden steps. 

On the way down, the rock walls glow with 
natural colors, red from iron oxide, and grays 
and yellows from vegetable deposits, Narrow 
hands of crystallized salts run through the 
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sandstone like tharbleized ribbons. From the 
wave-splashed rocks which form the floor, 
beady-eved and bubbling crabs stare as if 
nsking how you dared to cisturb them. 

Untoll thetsands of moviesmoers, without 
knowing it, have already behelel the majestic 
splendor of Sunny Jim, which cun be made 
weird and eerie for theatrical purposes. Scenes 
for the Conn! of Afonte Cristo and other 
Hollywood productions of derring+lo were 
filmed under its vaulted arches. 

Just as this place inspires the artist with 
brush anc camer, it seems to call forth good 
music and a love for hearing it. Through the 
efforts of the Musical Arts Society of La Jolla, 
the high school auditorium, on stimmer Sun- 
days, resound: to the finest of orchestra) works 
under the baton of Nikolai Sokoloff, former 
director of the Cleveland Symphony orchestra. 
As musital director of the Society, Mr. Soko- 
loff hos assemble an outstinding group of

Tree Grows Through Store Roof 


The famous Green Dragon Colony clings 
to the town's past as solidly as it cleaves. to 
its majestic cliffs, It was founded in 1804 
by Friulein Anna. Held, a pioneer in kinder- 
varten work in America and.an accomplished 
concert pianist (oot to be confused with the 
French Anna Held), Her music and warm 
friendliness were like a magnet ta the world's 
Writers, Sculptors, poets. and musicians. 

A cluster of guest cottages soon sprang up 
to house celebrities like actress Helena Mo- 
Hiesko wad the singer-compaser Charles Wake- 
held Cadman, The concert artist Max Hein- 
rich heard Anna play, was entranced, ond 
married her. 

Today's dwellers in the Green Dragon Col- 
ony carry on the tradition of artistry. Ovener 
Jack Mosher, retired industrialist, plays: im- 
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portant roles in the summer Plavhouse, His 
wife is the lyric soprand Alice Forsvth Mosher. 
To their architect son, Robert, went the task 
of preserving the historical aspects and at 
the same time creating a new colony of mod- 
ern shops, oll 

When blueprints called for the removal of 
ci towering eucalyptus to make way for 2 
stationer’s store, Mlr. Mosher objected vocifer- 
ously, 

“But the tree's right in the way of the 
foundation,” protested his san. 

“Then vou can’t build the shop,” snapped 
the dedicated senior Mosher, 

Totlay the crown of the mighty tree thrusts 
through a “sway opening” in the roof of the 
store, Architect Mosher's ingenious device 
of expanding steel bands and heavy canvas 
stripping keeps customers from getting wet 
when it rains. 


Research as Ceoseless ox the Sea 


Dramatically cutting into the sea view from 
our living-room window, a solid black ‘hori- 
gontal line thrust itself into the ocean—the 
pier of the University of California's Scripps 
Institution of Gcennography, Scoentists there 
investigate everything pertaining to the sea— 
its Composition, behavior, inhabitants, and its 
relation to man—as well as the enrth which 
borders Ht, the air above, avd the land beneath. 

Dr. Rower BR. Revelle, director, is enthusias- 
tically attacking a universal problem, Tis 
ambition le to “unlock the door of the werld"s 
least user and greatest fo! storehouse, the 
ence," 

Niki visualized the “Doctors” at the [esti- 
tution as bwing white-coated and stethnsrope- 
garkinded—iin idea that seems quite logical 
when vou consider that they toke and record 
the ocean's temperature three times a day, 
chart its circulation, and observe it as if it. were 
a valued patient about whom they were deter. 
mined to know everything (page 771), 

The Institution keeps five large research 
vessels constantly at sea, in voyages ranging 
from Alaska to Peru, from the Marshall 
Islands to Baja California, 

Also. trying to answer the riddles of the sea 
are foreign students from almost every coun- 
try that borders an ocean. 

With its technical library of more than 
24,000 volumes, Scripps is ove of the few 
places in the world where work leading to a 
PhD. in oceanography is offered, Conrad 
Limbaugh, working toward « doctor's degree, 
was studying the relationship between fish 
and the moving forests of seaweed in which 
they live. To gather material, he put on 
swimming trunks, strapped an air tank on 
his hack, and announced, “Well, Pm off for 
a hike through the kelp beds!"

walter mowers, cut the canopy of the beds. 


From the jagged brown leaves they olitain,

The Scripps campus boasts o high density 
of distinguished personalities, Dr, Carl Hubbs 
is well known for his. work on Pacific whales. 
Six hundred or more of the gray mammals are 
counted as they swim past La Jolla in a season, 
and many are scrutinize! minutely by Dr, 
Hubbs with 70-pound 7-inch-lens binoculars. 
Even when they migrate by moonlight, they 
de net escape him. 

Dr. Claude E. ZoBell, marine microbiole- 
gist, hus just discoverer that some of the srull- 
est living things-in the world—bacteria—make 
their home 33,000 feet under the sea. He is 
conducting experiments six mites deep to sticdy 
the effects of water pressures on living organ- 
Tarra. 

Sam Hinton, curatar of the [nstitution's 
new Thomas Wayland Vainthan Aquarium- 
Museum, is also a radin singer of folk ballads,

A few mile down the rugged const line 
we found another group of young men who 
conduct their own “wave study.”

Limited to 18 in number, they are towne to- 
gether by high skill and a love of the sport 
that exhilarated the ancient Hawaiian kings 
it Waikiki. 

Hete a Stretch of beach and sea has been 
set wide for surfhboorders, providing a wide 
expanse of first-rate gliding area. The regu- 
lar 1 G-foot summer waves move shoreward im 
steady swells, Some of the higher swells ore 
coused by storms in the Southern’ Hemisphere, 
and the bovs.cut diagonally across the slope 
of walery peaks whose energy originated a 
thousand miles oor more to the west. |

a smooth 500 vards inside the greet-ylasé 
curl of the solid waves;

Men Ride the Updrafts Like Gulls 


As some La Jollons attempt to conquer the 
sea, others set their sights skyward, Glider 
pilots perform a few miles north of the town 
at Totrey Pines gliderport. 

Slope and sopring conditions are excellent. 
The prevailing wind from the Pacific strikes 
the 200-foot cliff, deflects the air upward, 
and carries the planes parallel to the bluff, 
[30 feet-above it and 60 feet oceanwnrd, The 
pilots suar on the updraft, just as the sea 
gulls do, and many 2 canny young min studies 
the white and gray birds before he takes off. 
Flights as far as 41 miles inland have been 
accomplished. 

For six years the Pacific Midwinter Searing 
Championships have been held at ‘Torrey 
Pines. The pilots vary in age from 15 to 50: 
their machines cost from $200 to $2,500,

Miss Scripps Left Lasting Monuments 


No story about La Jolla would be complete 
without reference to Ellen Browning Scripps 
of the famous newspaper family. Modest and 
retiring, Miss wig loved the community 
un] in a quiet way kavished her great wealth 
on its peaple. ‘The diys between that April 
morning in 1296, when she bought hyo ocean: 
view lots on Prospect Street, and her passing 
at nearly 96 were studied. with gifts that 
helped to moke La Jolla the community it is 
today, 

Among her gifts is the widely respected 
Bishop's School, nonprofit Junior-senior high 
echoal for gitls. Another is La Jolla’s Play- 
ground and Community House, built by Miss 
Ellen in 1915 at the suggestion of her friend, 
Jane Addams, One of the most complete 
recreation centers of thal day, it was usec as 
a model for many to follow, 

It was a comfort to us to know that two 
more gifts of the Scripps family, the Scripps 
Metabolic Clinic -and the Scripps Memorial 
Hospital, were alwavs available in case of 
need. The Clinic's medical director, Dr.

Boom Time in Kuwait 


An Obseure Persian Gulf Sheikdom, Enriched by Oil, Uses Its 
Wealth to Improve the Let of All Its People 


By Paut Epwarp Case 


TN a osun-scorched corner of the Arabian 
[ee I have been watching a revolu- 

tion in progress. 

It is a peaceful revolution, The only com- 
hat involved is that of tam versus his ancient 
udversaries: time, distance, climate. 

Man is winning, and his prize is oil—mil- 
liens of barrels of ofl from one of the richest 
poole in the world, . 

The scent is Kuwait, a British-protected 
Sheikdom on the northwest rim of the Persian 
Gulf, Slightly smaller than New Jersey, it 
comprises about 6,000 square miles and has 
Iran, Iraq, Saudi Arabia, and a Neutral Terti- 
tory as neighbors (map. pate 757), 

From approximately 135 wells the Kuwait 
Oi Company, Ltd, is producing about $00,- 
000 barrels of oil daily. Gulf Of] Corporation 
and Anglo-lranian Ol] Company jointly own 
the operating concern. | 

Kuwait's total proved reserves—nil still in 
the ground—are 16,000,000,000 barrels, or 
roughly half the total reserves of the United 
States, 


Kuwait Suddenly Becomes Rich 


Most dramatic effect of this bonanza is the 
stiilden fattening of Kuwait's income at the 
rate of an estimated $150,000,000 4 year—the 
Sheikdom's 50-percent share of Kuwait Ol 
Company profits, 

Ry dynastic law this windfall goes into the 
hands of the absolute ruler, His Highness 
Abdullah s3 Salim os Subah, who thus be- 
comes one of the world's richest men (pages 
791 and 800), Tf he chose to spend it on 
yachts, palaces, or racing stables, or just keep 
it under his bed, no ane could say him nay. 

But His Highness hos elected to use his 
vast wealth for the good of all his people. 
Through un ambitious program of public 
works the ruler has started the construction 
of a model community in an ancient and 
neglected region of the world. 

in all my years as a resident of the Near 
East, | have never witnessed a greater trans- 
formation. 

Until a few years ago the obscure Sheik- 
dum’s 170,000 inhabitants quietly occupied 
themselves with the time-honored pursuits of 
pearling, fishing, seafaring, and shipbuilding. 
The cupital, also called Kuwail, was known 
chiefly as a junction of caravan routes and as 
home port of deep-water sailing dhaws. 

Fortunate geographical position and easy 


customs regulations give Kuwait a brisk traffic 
in many kinds of woods flowing between Eu- 
rope, Asia, and Africa, Now, after centuries 
as a placid trading center, Kuwait has become 
a moushrooming boom town, just az has hap- 
pened frequently in America’s petroleum-rich 
Soithwest, | 

On the streets, Arabs in flowing robes slip 
along silently beside Americans and Evropeans 
in business suits or work-stained khaki. Ac- 
cents of ‘Texas ond Oldahoma, London and 
Zitich mingle with guttural Arabic. Camels 
and donkeys, once lords of the road, step 
warily lest they tangle with American cars, 
trucks, and earth-moving machines. In the 
harbor the ancient dhows rock in the wash 
of passing tankers. 


Flow Increased after Tran Shutdown 


The curtain rose on the Kuwait drama in 
1936 when a well was drilled near Al Bohara, 
north of the port across Kuwait Bay. It was 
adv hole, a failure. Within two years opera 
lions were berun in the Burean orea, to the 
south, and the result was a: steady succession 
ol producers. 

Activities were suspended in 1942, because 
of the war, and resumed in the latter par! 
of 1945. After Iran shut down its Abadan 
production in 1951, thereby denying the 
Linited Kingdom one of its chief oil sources, 
Kuwait's output was increased from ‘a little 
more than-450,000 barrels a day to its present 
B00.000." 

In the Neutral Territory south of Kuwait 
American companies have completed several 
test wells, Results hove not been announced, 
If this field should prove a producer, it would 
mean even more riches for Sheik Abdullah 
Salim. He and Saudi Ambia’s King Abdul 
Aziz al Saud jointly own the Neutral Territory. 

All is hustle and busth now within andl 
beyond the crumbling old wall that surrounds 
three sides Of Kurwait. Shiny new sedans 
glide through the widened gates. Trucks and 
trailers thunder in and owt. KBarwait dashes 
to work in the tempo of Times Square. There 
Is little time for the old greeting at the gate, 
and hardly any for the former ever-ready cup 
of spiced coffee. 

The Kowait OF Company has 7,165 men 
on its payroll, About 750 Englich and Ameri-

hundreds of Kuwait dhows ted up to the 
busy wharls or riding at anchor (papes 792-5 
and 796). Most were of the type called 
hoor. These craft sail the Persian Gull, 
Arabian Sea, and Indian Ocean, bringing to 
Kuwait the best of Indian and African prod- 
ucts or Taw muiterials. 
Booms have distinctive teak bowsprits ris- 

ing ta rounded black ends often set off by 
a white band. Hulls and bows are polished 
with fish oil. Below the waterline a pasty 
white concoction of lime and tallow serves 
a an antifouling paint, Kuwait booms are 
known far and wide for their sturdiness, and 
their captains for their ability. 


Dhows Bear Strange Cargoes 


As IT watched the unloading at the new 
port, the strange cargoes fascinated me. 
Three ships were loaded to their built-up 
sides with date pits. These were being sacked 
and weighed at the ships’ sides to be resold 
as donkey or goat feed. Date- -palm branches 
in heavy bundles filled other ships. 

Beth pits und branches had come south 
from the Shatt al “Arab, formed by the Tigris 
and Euphrates Rivers northwest of Basra in 
Iraq. Bricks, square and yellow, had come 
fram bran. 

Great hand-blown bottles, also Persian, 
each containing three to five gallons of a fruit 
juice for flavoring tea, were encased in wicker 
pickets, Dates from Basra ar neat-by areas 
were piled! high in many ships, 

Always at the bottom of the date ships was 
a thick puddle of molasseslike syrup full of 
debris, Hies; und sand. Children filled crocks 
and tins with the black juice. 

T saw several ships loaded with crushed 
shells mixed with sand. Men hauled this in 
baskets on their heads to waiting tracks and 
donkeys. Others spread the material on the 
pier and causeway to level up the new road- 
Wis, 

In the center of all this activity, a large 
sail was laid out on the newly sanded dock- 
yard, and five men bean to sew up long tears, 

As neon approached, fires were lighted in 
fireboxes, standard equipment on all booms. 
Men later squatted aft around steaming dishes 
of rite and a spicy sauce set out on bright 
enameled trays. Eating with their right hands, 
they often waved to me, calling * ‘Tafaddal™ 
(Welcome—Be our guest), Among the sailors 
were lLronians whe smoked hubble-bubble 
pines with gaily colored stems. 

Kuwait) women were seldom seen, although 
tome busied! themselves with pedaling chickens 
in wicker baskets or in sewing clothes brought 
lo them for repair.

Children plaved marhles among the ships’ 
stores, They made flat lates in the sind with 
their fingers to help them shoot straight. 
Others spun tops whittled out of teak and 
tipped with a nail. 

Still others had teys made of tin cans: One 
wis a good facsimile of a truck. Another toy 
was 2 set of wooden wheels on an oxle mounted 
on a stick, The handle could be worked, 
lever Stvle, to turn the axle. It was moat 
itwenious for a boy of ten: proudly he told 
me he made it himself, 

The pee! trade, hiehly important in the 
davs when Kuwait ‘helped supply the rich 
markets of Tnilia and Europe, has declined in 
recent yeors. The reason: development of the 
cultured pearl In 1900 the pearling fleet 
numbered some G00 vessels; today only a few 
visit the Persian Gulf bunks, 

As in the past, the proceeds uf pearling ex- 
peditions are divided in accordance with an- 
cient custom. The captain and divers each 
receive three shares of the proceerds, the rest 
of the crewmen two shires mach,

How Oi Pays Dividends in Health 


Oil wealth has made it possible for Kuwait 
to invest heavily in its own well-being. The 
new State Hospital is visual evidence of the 
great plans the Kuwait Government has for 
improving public health, It has 120 beds, a 
surgery. private rooms, tiled wards, a patio, 
and a beautiful view of the sea, 

Another State hospital has 160 beds and 
is at present used only for pulmonary cliseases. 
There are two clinics, each serving about LOO 
cases daily. A trailer dispensary constantly 
patrols outhying-areas (page B02). A Public 
Health Section spravs DDT on all hornes, 
stones, Stables, and onvone neir its Inisy 
machines. 

Unfortunately, the hardy Bedeuin of the 
desert has contracted tuberculosis from con- 
tact with outsiders, The disease takes heavy 
toll cach veor. 

Ruwait bas set aside a large sum for com-

batting lung troubles, with ample additional 
funds to care for convalescing patients during 
the long periods needed to fit them for the 
hard life to which they return. 

There is even a Veterinary Department. 
Airs. H, KR: P. Dickson, a long-time: Kuwait 
resident, tall me she hadi seen a neighbor 
boy leading o cow homeward from a distant 
part of town. When she asked the boy where 
he had ate from, he answered) matter-al- 
factly, “From the cow hospital” 

The Matattuevy Department hopes to, im- 
pound all incoming animals for a few days 
to reduce the danger of animal-borne disease, 
which could grow to epidemic size quickly in 
Kuwait. 

All this health service is free, even the cow's 
hospitalization. Only for spectacles and pre- 
cious metals for bout Allings are there nomi- 
nal charges.

From the water front [returned to the town 
through a résicdential area of mod and coral

During the winter, if heavy rains fall, mach 
damage is done by collapsing mil walls of 
the older howses; hence the popularity of 
cement.

I saw ane large wine lower, such os those 
that dominate one's distant view of Nain and 
Ver? in Tran. These towers ate usually a 
story higher than the roof of a building, They 
are large hollow, square shafts, the center 
part of which is divided into four equal V- 


shaped sections with the point of the V aimed 


toward the center, They can catch the bree 
from any direction, Outside surfaces of the 
towers are open of latticed so that the wind 
tan eriter to be directed down into the hints. 

This primitive form of air conditioning 1s 
thousands of years old, In Yeved } once slept 
in & room which was cooled by such « tower. 
Although other friends in different ports of 
the house foond the night warm, I had a 
hlanket over me all night. 


Dhow Masts Help Build Houses 


In Kuwalt, the soft, yellow bricks imported 
irom Iran are sometimes carved juat as they 
aré in Tehran, Alwuz, Kerman, or any other 
Iranian city. 

Some new houses under construction showed 
interesting uses of oll materials, Discarclesdl 
masts from old dhows became tafters. Other 
masts were sawed up to make window frames 
und doors. Coral rock and even mud were 
used over again in some: places. 

L came suddenly upon the western edge of 
Kuwait's bazaar ond was immediately a put 
of a noisy crowd, which contrasted sharply 
with the stillness of the dwelling area | had 
just left. Women, veiléd and swathed in 
black aogs, were seated on long cement slabs, 
with their wares neatly piled before them dn 
pieces of cloth to keep them clean. 

Mist wamen had new and old parts if 
clothing which they had made or enced, 
but their-stores included almost everything— 

modern and antique, useful and junk. 

From one of the veiléd women | purchased 
a small brass teapot, When 1 pointed to if, 
asking the price, she hesitated, then picked 
up o pair of muslin Bedouin underpants with 
embroidered cuffs, 

Her snickers were met with my lnughter, 
and | said, “No, the teapot.” 

Unhelievingly, she lifted up the blackened 
object, Jt had s saucy crest like » peacock’s 
tuft on the top lip of the spout, and a graceful 
handle. The whole thing was only four inches 
high but complete with lid and undentedd,

From Spark Plugs to Porfurne Bottles 


The wares these women offered seemed end- 
less. There were dresses, head cloths, pants, 
hoby clothes; hinges, screws, beads, mirrors, 
crocheted caps, sweaters, tools, spark plugs, 
tea and coffee cups, locks, keys, candy, rose 
water shakers like long-necked saltcellars, 
perfume bottles (empty sind full)—and 1 even 
saw nm carom, bred. 

Bevord this: peddlers’ paradise, shops 
crammed full of supplies from many parts of 
the world stretched far down the streets: 
One shop had mats hung on its open wooden 
dours, They were of woven straw, circular 
and in bands of colors. There were also pretiy 
square fans woven of pain leaves on a Stick 
of midrib from a palin branch. 

Other shops had kitchenware—aluminum 
pots and pans, Carchoslivakian and Japanese 
enimeled bowls and dishes; perfumes from 
lrulin; candy: American chewing urn, truchwd- 
ing bubble gum: cloth, blankets, and an enir- 
mous variety of notions such as cotton, silk, 
and nylon thread, needles, beeswax, and dozens 
af kinds of Humburg edging,

Food shops were frequently mixecl in among 
the rest.

whole dried peppers, and cons of sheep and 
camel fat. 


Some Shops Cot in Half 


Many shops had the tiny shim-waisted 
glisses from which Arabs love to sip sweet tea. 
Caffee, served in small porcelain cups, is 
flavored with crushed cardamom seed from 
Cevlon. Bedoutns also odd powdered Aanz- 
har cloves to the coffee. 

Some shops carrled on ever though they 
had been cut in half to make room for a hew 
street, Several sole) phonographs and records.

One shop displayed a large sign, “Peni- 
cillin for sale.’ Once, in Basra, I asked 
druggist what things he sold the most. “Black 
hair ive, stomach medicine, and stimulants 
to make old men virile,” be confided, Kuwait 
rugwists told the the same thing, aching 
vitamin pills as a close competitor. 

In the center of the bazaar stands the post 
aitice, and J bought a few of the Kuwait 
Oivmpic Commemorative: stamps. 

Behind the post office is a street of four 
and vegetable shops, Dates, mostly: from 
Basra, were on display in many shops.

Iran, dried hot peppers from north of Basra, 
oranges, lemons, and sweet limes from Bagh- 
dad. Many other things, even fennel from 
near-by Safwan, were plentiful. 


Buvers Compete for Fresh Fish 


Off this busy street | passed through a gate 
and entered a beehive of excitement. [t was 
the fish market, an open square surrounded 
by stalls, Baskets of gaily colored fish were 
evervwhere. 

The fish were like those in books—hblue or 
wold fins, glistening silver bodies with black 
stripes. Some were large-headed and wely: 
others beautiful, with velvety bloom of many 
hues, There were great heavy fish and tiny 
paAn-size varieties, 

What « sight, and what a commotion! Tt 
spam! as if everyone wanted to pet fish at 
once. 

Another gale a little farther down the street 
led into o similar square. This was the meat 
market. Mere the carcasses, fresh from staugh- 
tering down on the beach at the west end of 
town, hung on nails driven into posts or 
dangled from hooks attached to ropes on 
pullevs from the roof, Most of the meat was 
from sheep; a little was beef, and a small 
amount camel. 

Walking out toward the center of the city 
main, I saw more phonograph shops, and 
barbers in their brightly decorated stalls. 

On the long benches in front of some shops 
men sipped coffee poured by a wandering 
coffer boy. He wsually has a brass pet with 
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an extra hottem to hold burning charcoal. 
Three or four empty cofiee cups, clicked be- 
tween his fingers. signal his approach, Regu- 
lar customers pay by the week or month, 
transients by the service—two to four tiny 
cupfuls, 

Everywhere there is change. Crooked old 
streets are being «tridghtened: cement blocks 
are replacing mud walls: Pants and shirt are 
crowding out the full-length gown, Western 
machine-made goods outsell local hanchmade 
products. | 

Shops formerly piled hich with tent sides, 
hand-woven of goat hair or sheep wool, or 
with brilliantly coloréd hand-woven camel 
sitidlehags, are now gay with Persian carpets 
and foreign-made cloth. 

Even gunsmiths. who always sat encircled 
by ancient long-barreled muzzle-loaders orna- 
mented with gold and silver hands, now have 
cleaner shops where they repair automatic 
shatguns and delicately etched double- 
barreled foreign guns. 

One man had three Colt-automatics hanging 
on the wall behind him while his partner 
worked on the stock of w .22-caliber rifle with 
nt telescopic sight. Everything new to catch 
the modern Karyaiti’s eve—and his cash—is 
now the vom. 

Two tall radio towers dominate the wide 
central square, They broadcast the progrims 
of Kuwait's new station. 

In many puurts af the city are new schools 
of spacious design, The lnuilelinars ure made 
ef concrete blocks, and each has a large cen- 
tral patio surrounded by airy rowms, Tk was

War Made Uncle Sam Foster Parent to These Far Pacific Islanders, 
Whe Prize Old Ways, Taboos, and Huge Disks of Stone “Money”

We clung to our seats 
amid a chaos of suitcases, boxes, camera pear, 
and sleeping cots under a canvas awning that 
wie to prow inadequate to ward off either 
tropical sun or sweeping tain squalls. 

The strange ani 
inviting Yap Islonds Jay over the horixon, 
only 500 miles -away, 

During the war in the Pacific T had seen 
Yap a3 | flew between Guam and the Palau 
Islands Our forces had bypassed the Yap 
group of islands, but Japanese antinircrait 
guns made the climate above them-a bit un- 
healthy. Since then, Yap, like the other 
‘cthie islands of the former Japanese Man- 
date, has become part of the Trost Terri- 
tory onder United States control,* 

My four anthropologist shipmates—Wil- 
liam D, Stevens and David M. Schneider, 
social anthropologists: Nathaniel R, Kidder, 
demographer: ont Edward E. Hunt, Jr. 
physical anthropologist—were members af the 
Peabody Museum expedition fram Harvard, 
They were one of the teams in the compre- 
hensive project called the Coordinated [n- 
vestigation of Micronesian Anthropology— 
cima for short—sponsored by the Pacific 
Science Bogard of the National Research Coun- 
cll and by the Novy Department. 

Theirs was the nine-month task of making 
o detailed study of the customs in the Yap 
island group, of finding how the Yap mind 
ticks, Some of the facts they found were

Man Added an Island to Yap 


When first seen from a plane or ship, Yap 
appears as a single land lump. Actually it is 
made up of four main islands ofl several 
small ones closely set within a hemming coral 
reef. Overall, the group i some 14 miles long 
and 6 miles across at its bulging midriff (see 
Pacific Ocean map, a supplement to this 
issue},

Once there were only three main islands— 

Yap, Map, and Rumung. The fourth, Gagil- 
Tomil Island, formerly was linked to Yap 
Island by o low mangrove-covered strip of 
land at the upper end of deeply indented 
Tomil Harbor. But the Germans, during 
their occupation before World War 1, sliced 
it away by digging the shallow Tageren 
Canal to afford easy access by small boats to 
Map and Rumung (pages 808-809). 

Like Ponape, Kusaie, and the chief islands 
of Truk ond the Palaus, Yap is a “high! 
island group, It has hills Although the 
highest ridges rise slightly less than 600 feet, 
these islands form sharp contrist to the multi-

Islanders Proud of Their Culture 

Yap islanders are an independent folk. 
They want no truck with foreign clothes and 
foreien wave. Hiking about the islands with 
my anthrepological companions, IT found 
hardly a tative wearing trousers or a dress. 
The men wear loitcloths: the women fashion 
skirts of grass, reeds, and ferns, For centuries 
such garb has suited their needs and economy. 
oo why change? 

As we roamed from one village to another, 
we saw these pracs-skirted women cooking 
food over outdoor fires, sweeping their yards, 
weaving baskets, and digging in the taro herds, 
Qin islind paths they looked like perambulat- 
Ing haystacks (pages 815-817 and $28). 

Breechclouterd! men worked in the canoe 
sheds, building outrigger canoes or repairing 
nets. Some were busy erecting new “men's 
houses,” or clublike gathering places, to re- 
place those destroved during the war, Other 
men sailed the lagoon to tend fish traps. Many 
loafed in the shade and chewed ‘blood-red 
betel nut (pages 819 and 825),

“You'll probably want to go to the Yap 
hank.” an American oficial sad when we 
first landed at Van, There was a trinkle in 
heeves, He took us to Balahat, near Colonia 
(Yap Town}. 

The “bank™ ccomststed. of rows at tugs 
millstone-shaped stone disks of so-called Yap 
stone money, propped against terraces. Some 
stones Were only about two feel in diameter, 
but others were as: moch as § to 10 feet across 
All hac] a bole in the center throweh which a 
nole could be thrust for moving them (page 
Bry. 

Later we were to see hundreds of wither 
ctone. tisk= leaning against terraces or besicle 
heres Actual count at time shower 
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that there were 13,281 pieces of these un- 
Wieldy “coins” scattered over Yap. 

“You'll be interested fn knuwing that these 
slabs of stone money aren't monev, as we 
know jt, af all,’ said Dave Schneier, alter 
epending ‘considerable time delving inte the 
simificance of the cartwheel disks. “Nor are 
forw-Juper (loineloths) used as mediums of 
exchange. 

“They have ceretoonial value and! iowa 
meaning, bot are rarely weed -in trading. | 
fact, the people do comparatively little buy AS 
and selling or bartering. You might call mast 
of their deatings sinply transactions of 
courtesy.” 

Dave explained how it worked, Tf, for 
mample. a man needs a pig for some cere- 
monial feast and cloesn't have one, he goes 
to aman who has and asks for it, Custom 
decrees that the owner give him the pig. 

Later, perhaps the next day, the man whi 
has recerved the pic woes to the other ane 
passes the remark: “You are very tired, and 
to relieve vou of your tiredness I wish to 
present vou with these shells” (or some other 
wift), But this is not to be construed as a 
payment, for there have been no values set, 
ni bargaining: | 

The “lend-+lease” can work both ways. 
Sooner of later the recipient of the pig is 
likely to be called upon to present some 
possession of his to a member of the cort- 
munity, and he in tum receives a gift. 

This custom of sharing upon request ond 
passing gifts makes many personal possessions 
available to the needs of the CunmTTUhit hy. 
Chiefs and other influential individuals, to 
maintain their high peste, necessarily hire 
i present more elaborate gifts than the 
poorer people. No one gels very rich, 

The big stone disks, in moat cases, are vil- 
lage property. Upon important oceasions the 
community may present one of its slabs as a 
ceremonial token to another village, Trans- 
fers ure prompted by such events as the death 
of a chief, the completion of a new men’s 
hese, or a special celebration, 

Crrielly enough, the actual stones are seldom 
moved from one place another, unless they 
are small enough to be handled easily. Every- 
one, however, knows toe what village or indi- 
vidual each piece belongs, 


Cantam O'Keele Caused “Inflation” 


Each stone cartwheel has its own history, 
is cwn token value, Some of the older and 
nore precios ones were secured at the cost 
of several lives. Quarried in the limestone 

eaves in the Palaus, or on Guam, they were 
brought to Yap on dramatic sea voyages in 
mutrigger sling canoes, 

Bock in the U870's, the Trish-American 
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adventurer David Dean O'Keefe, captaining a 
Chinese junk, sailed to Yap. Seeing these 
circular stones, he quickly seized upon the 
scheme of “minting” bigger and better ones 
in the Palaus and bringing them here. 

Tv the venture he insinuated himself into 
the good graces of the chiefs and gained 
spevinl trading privileges. Although he caused 
an “intiation,” in beth the number and the size 
of the stones, the Vap people remainer! little 
affected. ‘They. continued to treasure most 
the ones they had obtained by hazardous 
Canc irinisport. 

The islanders also prevented early Euro- 
penn opportunists from causing o glut of 
shells by continuing to place more value on 
their old, much-handled ones: 

Shells. like the stones, come from, outside 
Yan, ‘The Palas and the Philippines are the 
sources fur the large, flat, oyster-shell tokens 
called yar, From the Palaw reefs, too, Come 
the Trifdacna shell< out of which other pieces 
ure cot. The caw, or small buttonfike shells; 
are broveht from the ilonds to the east, 
mainly Eauripik Atall.* 


Dance Favors of Oyster Shell 


Tn Gorror, at the southern tip of Yap Tsland, 
an chiel« son showed uso piece of heirloom 
cau. It was a long necklocelike string of 
inchsive pink shell dicks, on the end of which 
hung a dugong tooth tagele. Tt was one of 
the family's highly prized possessions—-so 
precious, infact, that he would not allow me 
lo photeyraph it. 

At village dances the people presenter 
pieces of avster-shell var to high-ranking chiefs 
and scattered some among the crowd. Won- 
dering, we asked whi. 

“So that the people will spenk well of our 
dance,” explained our informant. 

\t struck me ae exactly fike giving favors 
at a college fraternity. formal, 

Such dances and community gatherings 
afforded a splendid opportunity to study the 
ishunders" faces and dress. Lean and muscular, 
these browrskinned folk seem a blend of 
neatly all the rices of the western Pacific 
islands. But they ore onusunl among Micro- 
nesinns for their lack of admixture with Euro- 
peans or Japanese, 

Ed Hunt, the physical anthropologist, 
pointed aut the various racial strains. tn 
sume parsons the course features and frizev 
hair of the Melanesians predominate. A few 
sm to have ancestral ties with the pygmies, 
or Negritos, of the Philippines. 

Many have light complexions (particularly 
noticeable anwing the women) and closely

When clad in «# new Inincloth begiy made 
of finely woven pandanus fiber and a freshly 
shredded gal of creamy, bleached hibiscus 
bark, a man is really dressed in the heticht 
of Vap fashion (pages 818 and §25). No 
Westerner wearing striped trousers and a 
morning coat for the first time ever felt more 
formally. attired. 

To this eve-arresting toginery a man of the 
upper chiss frequently adds a long wooden 
comb, theust into his shock of curly hair. It 
mizht be considered the Yap. equivalent of a 
top hat (pages 827, 825). 

Now that many of the men hove become 
partial to short-cropped hair, one sees fewer 
such combs worn today than in carlier years, 
Those who are privileged to wear them, how- 
ever, usually carry them in their woven basket 
“marees” or have them among their posses- 
sions at home. 


Searler Lips, Black T'ceth 


Both men and women are inveterate chewers 
af betel mut. T saw numerous youngsters, still 
far short of their teens, whose cheeks bulge! 
with walnut-sized quids, The betel nut mak- 
ings include the nuts of the areca paitons 
peppery Iraves, and white lime made by burn- 
ing coral, When chewed it stains the saliva 
red and darkens the teeth, 

As if this staining. were not enough, both 
sexes also blucken their teeth, Xo doubt 
they reason much the some as some folk in 
Southeast Asia who say, “Any dog may have 
white teeth, but it requires effort to have nice 
black ones?” 

Yap soclety is divided into an elaborate 
caste and Class svsteny in whith @ sort of 
feudal lord and serf relationship obtains, Tn 
all there are nine classes. The Inwest four 
are Ianidless and Jive as tenunts on their mrs- 
ters’ property, growing food for their own 
reeds. In exchange for land use, the lower 
Classes are required to perform certain services, 
such as repairing roofs, building roads, and 
lumving the dead, 

When a young Yap Romeo puts a hibiscus 
flower over his ear ancl goes courting, he is 
expected to select someone of his own class. 
Women may marry one or two stations above 
the rank to which they are bern andl thas 
altein a higher sich position. But tf a man 
marries ouiside his class. he must choose one 
from a Inwer rank. As Vap tmuatdens of the 
lower groups reputedly possess greater beauty 
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anid industry, the idea of a man’s mating out- 
sitle his class is not necessarily displeasing. 

Threaded through Yap society, too, and 
crossing all caste, class, or political units are 
the clans, Metnhers of a single clan are 
these who trace their maternal line back to. 
Aa common maternal ancestor. ‘These ancestral’ 
lines usually reach back into the realms of 
myth anc invelve beautiful maidens supposed 
to be descendants of lizards, fish, and various 
strange creatures, 

Members of the same clan, however, are: 
considered relatives of one another and as 
such do not intermarry, Should a person po 
from one part of the island group to another, 
he is received by those of his own clan. 


Chicf Known as “Big Voie" 


Tt is but slight exaggeration to call the 
native chiefs of Yap the “big noises." The 
title pilune which they hold means the “person 
with a big voice.” The term applies not fo 
their vocal ability but te the fact that when 
they speak everyone pays heed. 

The islands are divided Inte: 10 districts, 
andl normally each has its own Big Voice, 
although at the time of our visit one was with- 
outa chief, Of these nine, three were our- 
rently most influential—one in Gagil, one in 
Tomil, and the other In Rull, a portion of 
Yap. The other districts had alliances amony 
themeueclves or with ane of the hig three, Since 
then, Gorror has-also become more influential, 

Traditionally, a chief attained his position 
by the ownership of a certain piece of land. 
the inheritance of which was supposed to have 
heen derived through the maternal line. Tut 
here, as in many other lands, claimants. to 
position are sufficiently numerous to confuse 
any orderly descent. 

A sdelight on one of the chiefs came one 
day when Kidder was taking a census of the 
population, Among the questions tre nake] 
was the routine ane of occupation, To it the 
old chief answered: “Unemployed.” 

The chief was honest. He produced no 
copra, did no fishing, ner did he belp build 
canoes. ‘That he was master over lunds and 
reame and was perhaps the biggest polltical 
voice in Yop did not, to him, constitute an 
occupation, for the duties involved no manual 
labor. 

One of the most influentin! district chiefs 
we met was Fithingineg Sign, ruler at Gat fa 
nar (page 828), Paralyzed in his spine by an 
nocident suffered several years ago, he had to 
be carried whenever he wanted to move from 
ene place to anether, His long hair was snow- 
white, or would have been had be not kept it 
colored bright orange with turmeric. 

In keeping with his age und his wisdom, 
his words carried much weight in Vap council, 
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Grass-skirted Yap 


Like everyone else, however, he had no honor- 
ihe titles, Both vourg and old called him by 
his nickname, “Old Fith.” 

The chiefs and many other individuals in 
Yap are astute politiciuns, Many accomplish 
their ends with o subtlety that would make 
some Western politicians seem crude: 

When political maneuvering fails, they can, 
and often do, resert to magic. Thowrh many 
people in Yap profess Christianity, local gods 
and incofitations play an important part in 
their lives. When a house is built, a new cane 
completed, or men go fishing, special rites are 
performed. Birth and death, too, are ac- 
companied by special rites. 


Magic Words to Weaken Fish 


Ita fisherman hooks a large fish while out 
irofling, be mutters a formula calculated to 
weaken it so it may be hauled in easily, 

Witnessing. such an incident one. day, 
Schneider asked a young man what had heen 
suid, Because the islander wae avewedly 
Christian and emphasieed that be did not 
realy believe in-such phrases, be ugreed. to 
repeat Ft, 

“But Domust turn my back to vou,” he said. 

“Why turn away?" asked Schneider. 

“So. that it will not make vou weuk,” was 
his reply. 

As he repeated the words—words so full of 
double meanings that they are not in present= 
day Yap language—Schneider wrote them 
down. When the lad had finished, Schnelder 
started to read the words back to be sure 
he had copied them correctly. Instantly the 
Ishinder again whirled and tumed his back 
upon Schneider! 


Professional magicians are called upon to 


make serious supplications to the gods, They 
gain their position by inheritance. They do 
not call upon the gods on their own Initiative, 

but do so only when requested by their chiefs, 

Some of the lesser gods are spirits of an- 
eestors who medly hover about the tombs 
of those individuals, Others are superior 
spirits which are believed to dwell in certain 
sacred groves of the islands and can be ap- 
proached only by the magicians. 

Taboos, too, influence the behavior of the 
islanders from birth to death, They restrict 
the gathering of food and preparation of it, 
determine whom a person may marry, how 
families may live, and what places they may 
of may not go, 

In family yards we came upon housewives 
cooking food over several different fires for 
various members of the family. Men and 
women ate sepirately. 

Stevens studied Yop esting habits: “A 
mature man,” he summarized, “has his food 
grown on a special plot, cooked in special 
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dishes over a special fire, anc prepared by a 
special person, No one can eat with him 
except anoiher man of his own age and rank, 

“An aged woman and a young boy are per- 
mitted to eat from one pot, 13 also dre a young 
girl and her mother, Adolescent brothers and 
sisters, howrver, cannot shure the same food.” 

In fact, as soon as children of a family 
reach minturity, the girl has to retire to sepa- 
rate quarters, usuilly a building erected for 
her near by, The bove move to the local 
men's house or, if none exists, to other quarters 
in the village, 

When a person dies, those who have haz 
contact with the deceased are restricted by 
taboos for a certain period. Uf the person 
possessed land, no one may pick the coconuts 
from his roves or use other produce growing 
there for a specified time, usually a year, 

Stringent family tabods, oo doubt, heve 
been partly responsible for the decline in popu- 
lation that occurred during the last century. 
But disease and wther factors had o share in 
causing this decline, not only on Yap but on 
various other islands in Micronesia, 

On certain islands, health and sanitation 
measures have checked disease to such an ex- 
tent that populations now are increasing. 
Here in Yap, however, the ratio of births to 
deaths is only now beginning ‘to Jewel off. 
Today, approximately 2,700 persons dwell on 
the jour islands (page 819), 


War Bombings Caused Much Damage 


When the Japanese controlled Yap, they had 
a sizable community at Colonia, Many of 
their buildings were damaged or destroyed 
during bombing raids, American acdministra- 
tors, upen their arrival, erected Quonset-hut 
heaclavarters, 

Very few Yap maitives live in the Colonia 
settlement. Most of them prefer to remain in 
the semi-isolation of their own villages. 

To get to outlying native villages, we had 
to hike—and at hikes they were when 
trails were muddy or stone paths slippery! 
To reach the settlements on other islands, we 
went by boat, which threaded + “chan- 
nels and took a circuitous path outside the 
enclosing reef, 

One day we decided we wanted to go to 
Map by way of the short cut through the 
Tageren Canal, The native operator of the 
«mall launch that was to carry us set the de- 
parture time. He had to time his arrival at 
the canal te coincide with full tide; other- 
wiee even the shallow-draft boat could not get 
through (page 808). 

Almost scraping the mangrove bushes at 
times, we slid safely through the narrow, 
shallow cut and reached the northern lagoon. 

Outrigger canoes, their sails catching a 
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fresh breeze, skimmed over the lagoon which 
sprawls between the north end of Yap and 
the islands of Mup and Rumung, The chan- 
fel between Tomil and Map js so narrow and 
crooked that the islinds seem joined. 

In shallow waters were many fish traps. 
1 was surprised to learn that fishing grounds, 
like Jand property, are privately owned. 
Boats have “navigation” tights over the water, 
hut a Yap fisherman does not drop o line or 
set o trap in someone else's portion af the 
hig lagoon puddle, 

Returning ta Colonia, we again slipped 
through the Tageren on high tite. When 
tides drop; the water pours out of the canal 
much as if someone had pulled the plug from 
a bathiuh, 


Dancers Celebrate for Americans 


A few days before T left Vap, it seemed-as 
if all the people were converging on Colonia, 
They were coming to watch or take part in 
regattas and dances as an onniversary cele- 
bration of American control, 

Hundreds of men, women, and children ar- 
rived in old landing craft, by outriemer canoe, 
or afoot over island paths, They brought 
atems of bananas, thirst-quenching cocanuts, 
and other food supplies, All were attired in 
their Sunday test Bablee bounced on the 
griss-skirted hips of their mothers. 

From omidmorning till midafternoon the 
islanders formed an animate grass fringe 
about the shore as they watched outrigger sail- 
ing canoes, rowboats, anc sailing whalehmats 
fo threigh their poces over choppy waters. 

- As spon as races ended, dances began. From 
their woven-coconut bags and bundles the 
performers ¢xtracted feathered headdresses, 
strips of reed to decorate arma and lees, and 
turmeric to.smedr on their faces and shoulders, 

Fach village executed [ts own traditional 
folk dance, men and women performing sepa- 
rately (pages §13-817). Darkness finally 
halted the oclehration. 

A few days later there was littl galety on 
Yap. A typhoon had struck. 

When I boarded a plane fora flight to the 
‘glaus and back to Guam, skies already were 
sullen and spewed heavy rain squalls. In 
Guam 7 saw the first cacdio report telling of 
the fury that had been unleashed across the 
islands and read the extensive list of emer- 
gency supplies neelect. 

My Harvard companions had stayed in Yap. 
They saw screatming gales crush in walls, 
snatch roofs from houses, and hoch pieces of 
corrugated iron inte the air the rasor-edged 
fiving saucers. Coconut and areca pulms 
snapped or were shorn of fronds ane} fruit, 

Hardly had the people had time to make 
temporary repairs mind assess: the damage 
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caused by this trapical monster when along 
came another. And another. And still an- 
other, this last followed by a tidal wave. 

In less than four months Yap had been 
scourged and beaten more than at any other 
time the ishenders could retember. 

Typhoons are ne strangers to Yap, for the 
islands lie within the belt of (hose storm tracks 
in the western Pacific. But seldom ¢loes ane 
center over Yap more than once in several 

Ie 

By the time these four blasts had ended, 
virtually every: howe on the islands was 
damaged oc completely blown apart. ‘Crops 
were so devastated that most) foods were short 
for six months and coconuts fora year. The 
destruction of coconuts was the most cistress- 
ing loss, for both young and ripe coconuts are 
an important food for the people and their 
aninuats. 

An incidental aspect, too, was the immediate 
shortage of fefa, the fermented sap drawn 
from the top of the palms; as a result, the 
landers were forced to keep sober, The betel- 
nut supply wes so depleted that long afterward 
the people searched the ground for old dry 
nuts which they might chew. 

In sections of Yap where young ateca shoots 
survived, men immediately began collecting 
dnd transplanting them to replenish the supply. 
Cme-of the atolls to the east, also hit by the 
typhoon, sent pleas to the Vap chiefs to fur- 
nish: them with sreca palm: pluntinzs. 

The Quttset buildings andl the homes of 
the group of Americans in Colonia were badly 
hit. Until new housing could be built, some 
had to move into ciumaged Japanese structures 
which had withstood both bombings ariel 
typhoons. When the Japanese first went to 
Yop, they, too, had built flimsy stretures: 
but they soon learned that they had to have 
reinforced-concrete buildings. 


When Magic Backfires 


This multiple typhoon scourge gave rise to 
tetrange Yap stury. It seems that one of the 
chiefs felt his people were beginning to stray 
from proper Vap ways, And to correct their 
behavior, he felt, they should be punished. 

So he called Bie TNGAE VENT to. utter iIncunta- 
tions with the idea of giving them a salutary 
lesan. The magician uttered his formulas, 
but he did not gauge the power be possess. 

Every Yap sorcerer knows well that he must 
exert proper care in conjuring his magic best 
it get out of hand. One typhoon he may 
conjure: perhaps, with impunity, even the 
second. But three or four, never, 

This mavician did, and brought about his 
own destruction. Vap penple feel assured they 
know who he was—a man fotne dead, but 
unmarked, after the fourth typhoon passed.

Bible Lands Beyond the Holy Land 


Since the first Christmas Day, Christian 
teachings have circled) the earth, far beyond 
the small aren Jesus knew: Actually, few car- 
jenters’ cons in the Holy Lane today wartiler 
as for ws He. 

Buteeven if one includes the Egypt to which 
His parents fled in fear, and the indeterminate 
spol on the Svr-Phoeniciun coast which 
marked His northernmast ministry, the area 
known to Christ was a mere fraction of Bible 
Lands and only a tiny patch on the map of 
the world that now knows His name.* 

The traditional site of the Garden of Eden, 
in Mesopotamia, is far away. So are the 
mountains of Iran, known to Esther and 
Mordecai, Mount Ararat, where Noah's Ark 
found harbor on a 16,946-foot mountaintop, 
loaks into, Russia from Turkey, 

By land and sea, St. Paul traveled as far 
a6 Malta and Rome, It was in Antioch, near 
Musa Dag, that men were first called Chris- 
tinns. The very word “Bible” comes from 
Byblos (now Jubeil, in Lebanon}, for papyrus 
gathered near that Phoenician port was the 
material on which the Word was recorded 
(map, page 844), 

All of southwest Asia has belongerl to the 
Semites—sons of Shem. Hebrew, the unily- 
ing language of newborn Israel; Arabic, 
chanted by mittexzins across the wide world of 
slam: and Aramaic, which Jesus used in the 
Sermon on the Mount, are all Semitic tongues, 

The political Greek and Roman name 
“Palestine” “has gone from the imap, piving 
way to “Jordan” and ““Tsrael.” Palestine 
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wie an incengroous name for the land of 
Samson and David. Tt came from the Arah 
name Filastin—Land of the Philistines, the 
enemies Of Larael for whom: blind Samsean 
toile = Their giant champion, Goliath, fell 
before the sting of a shepherd lod named 
Diuvid, whee six-pointed shield emblazons 
Israel's new flaw. 

Now the Philistine plain has blossomed with 
scores of #ibbwizim, or collective farms, of

lsracl Tackles lis Water Problem 


Since the cease-fire of 1948, some 700,000 
Jewish immigrants from distant lands have 
entered the §,000-syuare-mile expanse of 
Israel. Refore they arrived, more than 700,- 
000 Arnbs had left, moving to Jordan or other 
Moslem fonds near by. 

Some Jews moved inte the ruined homes, 
shops, ond warehouses of the Arabs, But bun- 
dreds of buildings were destroyer, ane many 
a Jewish imimigrant has shivered or sweated 
in o tent while awaiting the permanent home 
he came so for to fin.

Hashemite Jordan, Arab Heartland 


Old and New Ways Meet and Mingle in the Modern Moslem Nation 
Which Contains Some of Christianity’s Most Sacred Shrines

Jordan, the wheel prints of progress appear 
on even the “unchanging” Arabian desert. 
Roaming 1952-model Jordan, I callecl at the 
camp of Ali Haditha Kreisha, sheik of the 
Rorshan section of the powerful Beni Sakhr 
tribe. The black tents of his nomads were 
pitched on grazie lands at the desert’s edze 
near El Muwagoar. 

A look of monientary disbelief must have 
crossecl my face when I saw an American auto- 
mobile parked beside his tent, The jeep station 
wagon contrmsted strangely with grumbling 
riding camels hobbled a few yards away, 

“Tt was presented to my father by the late 
King Abdullah,” the sheik explained. 

Later | found that automobiles are no nov- 
elty in the great Syrian Desert, of which these 
Jordan wastes form a part. At times, Bedouins 
of isolated areas in Saudi Arabia and Iraq have 
raided each other in Fords and Chevrolets,

Drive Cars but Hunt with Faleons 


As-we talked, Sheik All stood tall and erect, 
clad in a long, chocolate-brown robe and 
scarlet-checked headdtess—the picture of an 
Arabia that is slowly disappearing: Master of 
hundreds of Bedoum warriors. antl a dozen 
times as many cameéls, he marched as a. boy 
with Lawrence of Arabia—Col. T. E. Law- 
rence. Today he is one of the ranking tribal 
leaders of this fast-evolving Arab kingdom. 

Inside the sheik's many-poled tent of goat 
hair, a servant blew up the fire by flapping 
the striped skirt of his dreselike garment arid 
(rew a long-spouted coffeepot onto the glowing 
camel-dung embers, 

As we waited for the fragrant cardamom- 
spiced coffee, | saw a foot-high bird preening 
itself in the shadow of the tent. It was a 
fagr—irom which comes our English word 
“saker’—a young falcon which these nomads 
of the Jordan desert train for hunting gazelle 
and grouselike Aafia. 

“A falcon must be trained as carefully as 
you train a man when you make him into a 
soldier,’ the courteous and hospitable sheik 
philosophiged. “Slowly, very slowly.” 

Here was the contradiction of the Near 
East, a falcon, proud relic of a medieval sport, 
and an American automobile parked by the 
desert tent of a notnad chieftain. Nowhere is 
that contradiction between Eaet and West, be- 


IWween dncient and modern, more evident than 
in Jordan, heartland of the Arab world, 

This land of Jordan extends some 250 
miles north and south, from arid ‘hills. that 
overlook the Sea of Galilee toa tiny port at 
the head of the Gulf of ‘Aqaba. For much of 
its history-drenched length the meandering 
River Jordan lies within Hashemite Jordan's 
boundaries. So does three-quarters of the 
Dead Sea (map, page 344). 


Jordan Rich in Bible History 


The entire western border abuts the new 
State of Israel, Much of what was once Pales- 
tine, including Jericho, Bethlehem, and. the 
walled city of Jerusalem, is now inside Jordan's 
frontiers, 

“Ours ig a new country,’ a businessman af 
‘Amman, Jordan's bustling capital, told me, 
“and we have a new kind of problem. Some- 
day we are going to fuse the tracitional skills 
of the city-bred Palestinian with the vitality 
of the desert-borm Arab of old Transjordan. 
Then watch us go!” 

As 1 Tistenec! to this Arab tolking of his 
peoples future, | thought of their vigorous 
past. Thitteen centuries ago these same desert 
dwellers came out of the isolation of the hot 
Arabian peninsula: in 20 years they conquered 
the Persian empire and wrested not only Syria 
but Egypt and other African holdings from 
Rome's eastern empire. In the century follow- 
ing the death of Mohatmemed, whose religious 
teachings inspired the Islamic conquests; Arab 
witriors swept a8 far west as Spain, 

Though a new country in the political sense, 
Jordan includes sotie of history's oldest sites, 

In Jericho | watched Canadian archeologists 
Dr. and Mrs. Douglas Tushingham as they 
painstakingly uncovered two small, pathetic 
skeletons. The infants, they told me, were 
perhaps sacrificed during. the construction of 
a neolithic temple, just then coming to light. 

After further stuties, expedition leacer 
Kathleen Kenyon, eminent English: archeolo- 
gist, concluded that the pre-pottery neolithic 
culture of Jericho, the layer [ sow peeled out 
of the hoary mound, included the remains of 
probably the oldest city known to man.

As To did, he con watch for a moment 
while Arab workmen reconstruct the Pool of 
Bethesda, where Jesus healed) the man par- 
alyveed for 38 vears, or peer into the gloomy 
recesers of the tonnel throwh which water 
wis brawzht from the Fountain of the Virein 
into the City of David. 

At Bethlehem be can pull aside the painted, 
fireproof hangings to finger the ancient rock 
walls of the grotte in which, tradition savs, 
Jesus was born, 

Last Christmas Eve, thousands of Catholic 
and Protestant pilgrims to Bethlehem milled 
about under the lights in the main square, 
but most of the old Church of the Nativity 
was strangely durk ond silent, The Greek 
Orthodox portions would remain unused until 
January 6, when Christmas Eve occurs accord- 
ing to the Julinn calendar (pages 852, 854, and 
855}. 

In the grotto beneath the church, however. 
myriad candles shone in commemoration of 
the anniversary of Christ's birth, <A slow 
procession of worshipers filed into the narrow 
cave to pay homage before the silver star 
which marks the humble spot, Above the star 
a modern electric chandelier dimmed near-by 
candle flimes with its incongruous light. 

In the ornate chapel of the Franciscan 
Church of Saint Catharine, odjoining the 
Church of the Nativity, | counted representa- 
lives from nations around the world, 

When the service ended, | made my way to 
a tiny Arab restaurant overlooking the crowded 
square, Where we sang the traditional songs af 
Christmas Eve to the unfamiliar wheezing of 
an Arab Legion bagpipe. 


Jordan Attracts Visitors from Afar 


Despite its isolation—overland tourists must 
come from Beirut, Lebanon, via Damascus and 
‘Amman to reach Amb Jerusalem, or fly to 
Jerusalem Airport—visitors are the chief “in- 
dustry’ of Hashemite Jordin, 

Qne American couple to whom I talked 
brought their automobile from Spokane, Wash- 
ington, to Jerusalem via the Arctic Circle! 
In addition to a visit to one of the northern- 
most inhabited places in Finland, this adyen- 
turous husband and wife drove through Europe 
to Yugoslavia, Greece, and the Taurus (Toros 
Daflars) Mountains of Turkey, After Easter 
in Jerusalent they proposed to ship their car 
from Beirut to Alexandria, Egypt, and from 
there drive to Capetown and north along the 
west coast of Africa before returning home 
to the United States, 

Not all of the Americans I met in Jordan

were tourists. Kindly matriarch of Jerusa- 
lem's lithe group of American residents is 
Bertha Spafford Vester, once of Chicago, 
lingis. ‘This gracious, white-haired woman 
has deviited 60 years of her life to the people 
of Palestine. Her tiny, understaffed baby 
clinic ministers to as many as three hundred 
patients ina day. Somehow, no child is ever 
turned away, 

Supported mamivy by donations from the 
United States, the clinic and a baby home in 
the old walled city of Jerusalem draw the 
halunce of their funds fram the profits of the 
American Colony Hostel of Jerusalem, This 
foster home for Americans was a welcome oasis 
during all of the time T lived in the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan, 


How Jordan Was Born and Named 


In its changes of name one can trace much 
of the history of Jordan as a modern nation. 

Originally a dependency of the Aral govern- 
ment set up in Damascus alter World War I 
aod then known as Trunsjordania. the country 
lapsed into disorder with the fall af the Arab 
wovernment in Syria and the imposition of a 
French mandate over that country. 

To straighten owt Britain's Near Eastern 
interests, Winston Churchill was posted to the 
Colonial Office in 1921, One of his advisers 
on Arab affairs was Lawrence of Arabia, who 
had helped free the Arabs from Turkish dotmi- 
nation, 

A direct result of this Churchill-Lawrence 
partnership wis a meeting in Jerusalem with 
the Emir Abicullah ibn Hussein, who was 
formally recognized by Britain as the ruler 
of Transjordan. In 1923 recognition a a 
fhation came to this. desert kingdom whose 
name meant “beyond the Jordan.” 

In 19460 ‘Transjordin was renamed by royal 
provlamation and hecanme the Hashemite King- 
dom of Jordan. The title “Hashemite” refers 
to the Beni Hashem (Hashim), the family 
alfiliation of the king, who traces his descent 
irom Hashem, great-prandiather of the 
Prophet Mobammed, 

When the State of Israel was proclaimed 
in May of 1948, following the IN-sponsored 
partition af Palestine, an area of more than 
2,000 square miles, in which lie most of the 
holy places and revered antiquities of the 
Christian world, was. “Teft over" Occupied 
bw Jordan's colorful Arab Legion and other 
Arab forces during the Arab-Israel War, this 
aren west of the River Jordan was annexed 
on April 24, 1450, by Kine Abdullah. 

lf Jerusalem, with its shrines sacred to three 
of the world’s great religions, is the spiritual 
center vf Jordanian life, “Amman is Its com. 
mercial heart, On its store fronts and in-store 
windows are names familiar to every Ameri- 


can: General Electric, Ford, Heing, Kodak, 
Post Tossties, General Motors, Shell, Willys, 
Palmolive, 

A few years ago ‘Amman was a dusty, 
desert-edee village. Today Bedouin ‘<heike 
with golden dig@ersat their waists park sleek 
Buick convertibles on its conwded streets. In 
‘Amimiin shops I saw expensive German cam 
eras and cumel saddles, automobile parts and 
Bedouin sandals, antiyue rifles ond Omega 
witches. 

This capital of present-day Jordan was once 
Rabbath Ammon, the stronghold of the Am- 
monites, against wham David sent Urioh the 
Hittite to his death, Later rebuilt in Graeco- 
Roman stvle by Ptolemy Philadelphus of 
Eevpt, it took his name. Today the Phila- 
delphia Hotel stands opposite an almost intact 
Roman amphitheater, 

‘Amman has the insistent vitality of a fron- 
tier town, | felt at home immediately on 
Bedouin-crowded streets which reminded me 
of those of a brash, busy midwestern Ameri- 
can town enjoving an oll boom (page 842), 

Not in Jerusalem but here, in the momentary 
chaos of a city coming of age, lies Hashemite 
Jordan's challenge to the (uture. 


Bright Skirts Make Popular Uniforms 


The. country’s smurtly uniformed, well- 
triined aomy is the famous Arab Legion. 
ince British-stafted, the Legian today has but 
a handiul of non- Arab officers, Next to the 
forces of tts many-timeslarcer neichbor Syria, 
Jordan’ ¢ relatively tiny army of about 15,000 
men is considered to be the best Aphting force 
in the Arab countries: 

To sec a most colorful unit of the Arab 
Legion, [I visited a desert patrol post at Quast 
el Aztaq. 

To reach this isolated outpost in. 1915, Law- 
rence of Arabia matched from El Muwagmar 
for two days, Guided by an armed Bedouin 
who sang wild desert chants as we sped across 
the roadless, fint-strewn waste, | covered the 
sane distance by jeep ina few hours, 

The unimposine litthe fort, which stands like 
a lonely toy in the desert, is garrisoned by a 
dazen of ‘Oslubb's Girls,” socalled because af 
their Jong-skirted riding costume. This tan 
and ted unilorm was suggested for the desert 
patrol by Arab. Legion commanter Glubb 
Pasho—Brig. John Bagot Ghubb—to attract 
to its ranks the color-loving Bedouins of the 
desert, 

*Tt workel Hke « charm,” an old-timer of 
the Arab Legion told me. “At first the tribes 
men wanted nothing to. do with the govern- 
ment—even io Arab government, After the 
uniforms were Geaued, the desert patrol ce- 
veloped a waiting list. We discovered that the 
prettiest girls of the tribes would have none 
but our brightly dressed fellows for their 
lovers," 
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Glubb Pasha's wooing of these nomads of 
the desert onto the side of law and govern- 
ment brought peuce to the Jordan wastes. A 
lew hindred Bedowins accomplished some- 
thing which Greeks, Romans, Crusaders, and 
Turks in turn had gryven up asa bad job. 

At the time of my visit this vear, there 
had not been o major intertribal raid—once 
the primary occupation and lifeblood of 
every able-bodied mule Bedowin—sinee 1932, 
Thanks io the work of the Arab. Legion's 
desert patral, the lone traveler in Hashemite 
Jordan's “wild east" was as safe from mo- 
lratation 9s a picnicker in New York City’s 
(ettral Park (page §43).

Jarash—ancient Gerasa—once a proud Ro- 
man city of the Decapolis, can be reached by 
automobile from “Amman in two hours over 
a road newly surfaced at the instigation of 
Jordan's Department of Antiquities, 

‘Amman itsell, once Gerasa's sister city of 
Philadelphia, offers contrast with Roman ruins 
in the heart of the modern commercial cis- 
trict. Visitors park their cars beside Phila- 
delphia's crumbling ruins and walk a few feet 
to enter ‘Ammuan's largest hotel, Across the 
street Palestinian refugees live in chambers 
of the Roman amphithenter. Cyclists pedal 
disinterestedly by tumbled fragments of colos- 
sal statues. Hawkers offer Roman coins. 

Far out in the roacless Jordan desert, hours 
from ‘Amman, I saw the elaborate castle of 
Qasr el Kharana, probably built at the be- 
ginning af the 8th century. After twelve and 
a half centuries, the delicately carved plaster- 
watk decorations of the deserted rooms remain 
ilrwst untouched by time, 

An hour eastward of (Qasr el Kharana is 
Qasr “Amra, an Sth-century stone hunting 
lodge. In the smoke-damager murals of its 
preat hall | found portraits of Roderic, lost 
Visigoth king of Spain, the king of Persia, 
the Negus of Ethiopia, and the emperor of 
Byzantine Rome. 

It was startling to see these lavish pleasure 
palices of ancient rulers stancing unattended 
and empty, preserved only by their isolation 
in the desert. 


Ruwalla Bedouins Seorn Frontiers 


In this part of Jordan, too, I saw the great 
nomad camps of the Ruwalla Bedouins, Dur- 
ing their annual summer migration to the 
“Litde Desert™ of central Syria, northward- 
moving herds of the Ruwalla speckle the mw- 
notonous harizon for hundreds of miles. One 
of the most powerful tribes in all Arabia, the 
Ruwialla are estimated to own 350,000 camels, 

These Spartan people, who can live for 
months on canvel milk alone, scorn inter- 
national frontiers. True wanderers, they drive 
vast herds across trackless grasslands of Jor- 
dan, Syria, Irag, and far into Saudi Arabia, 
Only at the height of summer, when their 
tribal urea is-a shimmering, dun-colored oven, 
do these most incependent of men grudgingly 
consent to bring their camps close to the 
houses of settled folk. 

The Bedouins are not alone among Jordan's 
richly varied populace in preserving a way of 
hfe which dates back to Biblical times, In 
Samaria, north of Jenisalem, T found the sur- 
vivors of the once powerful Samaritans still 
clinging to their ancient beliefs. 

Within sight of Jacob's Well, where Jesus 


assembled for prayers.

spoke to the Samaritan woman (john 475-26), 
I met the high priest of this remnant of a New 
Testament people, Amran Ishak is ao tall, 
bearded man who guides the destinies of 
Hashemite Jordan’s littl community of Sa- 
maritans, Like miny another educated Pales- 
tinian, be isan accomplished linguist, speal- 
ing English, Arabic, Hebrew, and reading the 
strange Samaritan alphabet in which their 
Scriptures are preserved. 


Sceing a Samaritan Blood Sacrifice 


Traditionally descendants of Habylonian 
colonists who intermarried with the Samirian 
Israelites not carried into Babylonian cap- 
tivity, the Samaritans today number only 
about 300—237 in Nablus, in Jordan. 

Like other minorities in the tolerant Near 
East, the Samaritans in recent years have been 
left undisturbed by their Moslem neighbors. 
Nowadays, priest Ishak told mée, the chief 
problems facing his little flock are unemploy- 
ment and the fact that the Samaritan com- 
mummiiy is slowly dying out because of the 
unwillingness of its members to marry outside 
their own group, 

Differing from orthaiox Hebrew belief, 
these descendants of the Israelites accept anly 
the first five books of the Bible, the Penta- 
teuch, as products of divine inspiration. They 
itgie with accepted belief also in looking. to 
Mount Gerizim beside Noblus os the troe site 
of Abrahuwm’s attempted sacrifice of his son 
Jeane am thus as the proper place for the 
building of Sdlomons temple. 

High priest Ishak invited me to witness the 
age-old ceremony of the blood sacrifice, which 
the Samaritans celebrate each spring at an 
ancient stone altar on Mount Gerizim.t 

Just before dusk the entire Samaritan ¢om- 
munity of Nablus-—men, women, and children 
—plus many from Haifa who were allowed to 
cross the lines from Israel for the occasion, 
It was May ®, . Chill 
clouds closed in oon the 2,890-foot peak as 
the white-robed) Samaritan priests commenced 
their scriptural readings. 

To one side, huddled against the cold, were 
seven sacrificial lumbs. Enoch was male, white, 
without blemish, and born in the month TisAri 
of the previous year, Mounted Jordanian 
policemen stood by to prevent accidental con- 
tact with not-Samuritans, which would have 
mace the animals ritually unfit for the sacrifice.

One of ‘the 
genial Greeks who officiates at the Church af 
the Holy Sepuleher surprises American visi- 
tors to Jerusalem with his knowlele of 
Nebraska, where he spent 20 years as a 
farmer. 

In stark contrast to the mellow age of 
Greek establishments in the Holy Lane are 
the new, almost clinically bare building: of 
the Trappist fathers at Latrun. Although 
they. are famed for their vows of silence, | 
ioune! many of them willing and oble to talk 
to visitors, 

Latron’s kindly superior, Father Elie 
Corbisier, was a commande chaplain with the 
British forces before comitg to this quiet 
retreat, which is built over o ruin supposedly 
marking the site of the birthplace of Dismas. 
the Penitent Thiet, 

He showed me the cellars where the famerd 
Latrun wine is made, | saw row upon row 
of enormous wooden casks lying on their 
sicles. 

“There is no market for our wine these 
davs,'" he toll me sadly. 


Jordan-Israe] Border Splits Monastery 


Father Corbisier took me ante the wide 
stone porch of the monastery’s: main building. 
From its railing I could look across Israel's 
fertile plain to the rust-colured line of sand 
dunes at the Mediterranean’s eder. 

“Some of the nunastery lands are here in 
Jordan,” he said, waving an orm behind his 
hack. “Most of them -are in the no man's 
land between us and Esrael.” 

The Trappist monastery, as luck would 
have it, stood on the edge of the fighting lines 
as they existed when the 1949 armistice was 
signed: between Israel and Jordan. The mon- 
astery buildings. and a few of the fields re- 
mained in Jordan, The best lands, however, 
are either in the no man's land which in 
places still separates the two countries or, in 
one instant, in Israel, where the fathers can 
only look longingly at them from the high 
monastery porch, 

l asked Father Corbisier what he thought 
the outcome would be, He shrugged his 
shoulders in a Gallic gesture of uncertainty. 

“Perhaps someday the line cin be ajusted 
50 that we can use our lands freely again. 
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“Actually,” he went on, “our problem: is 
mincr compared with some, In 149, when 
the armistice demarcation lines were drawn 
between terael and Jordan, villagers were 
Separated from their fields, orange growers 
from their groves, crossroads hamlets from 
their wells. | know of one cause in which # 
village was cut in half by the line. It exists 
that way to this day. 

“It's a mad situation,” he concluded, “but 
that’s how it is.” 


Jordanians Refuse To Be Discouraged 


In a sense, Father Corbisier’s remark sums 
up the way it is today throughout the King- 
dom of Jordan. But the people of Jordan, 
undiscmuraged, have gone tight ahead with the 
business of forging a stable, 20th-century Arab 
nation out of the bits and pieces which chance 
has placed in their hands: 

Jordan's present king, 17-year-old Hussein, 
was a student af Britain's ¢xclusive Harrow 
when he was called to the throne last August 
folluwing the abdication of his father, Talal, 
ifler a one-year reign. Now studving at Sand- 
hurst, he is preparing for the time when he 
will rule Hachemite Jordan. 

Much has already been accomplished, but ‘a 
task of staggering proportions looms ahead, 
Fast hank must be reconciled with west hank, 
Hedeuin with Palestinian, Minorities ranging 
from a handful of Samaritans to whole villages 
of Christian Arabs must be fused into the 
‘Peppialg wks Islamic pattern of Jordanian 

t. 

Industries mist be developed in a country 
woetully short of natural resources, The 
problem of the “men who came to dinner,” 
Jordan's 458,000 refugees, must be faced. 
Water supplies must be developer, soil con- 
servation practiced intensively, if the lane is 
ever to feed its people, 

Hopeless? 

Don't mention the word to a Jordanian. 

All they ‘need, bell tell you, iso little tack 
to go with the rich combination of native abil- 
itv and desert vitality which are theirs when 
east and west banks of the ancient Jordan fully 
realize their new partnership. 

The promise of old Jericho's community 
walls may yet find a fruition in this Near 
Eastern test tube of Biblical cultures and 20th- 
century contradictions which is the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan.
